Paris, May 5—Special—It is said here that negotiations 


are pending between the Uni.ed States and Great Britian 
b7 which the latter will support the iormer if other powers 
intervene in favor of Spain. 


The Alphonse XIII In Danger 


Washington, May 5—Special—Spain's transport ship, 


the Alfonso XIII, conveying to Havana 1,100 
soldiers, a 


large quantity of supplies and nearly half a million dollars 
will soon be a prize of the United States men-of-war. 


This opinion is based upon instructions given to Rear Ad- 


miral Sampson, commander in chief of the North Atlantic 
.squadron, informing him of the arrival of the enemy's trans- 
port at the Barbacloes and directing him to take immediate 
steps to effect her capture. In pursuance of these instructions 
Sampson has dispatched several boats to tlu: Baibadoes to 
lie outside the three mile limit and wait the departure of the 
steamer. 


The British government whose flag Hies over the Barba- 


does will limit the stay of the Alfonso XIII in the harbor to 
forty eight hours, by which t :me the men-of war will be 
cruising in the vicinity of these islands. 


The Alfonso X I I I left Spain several weeks ago for Cuba. 


Upon arrival at Porto Rico she; learned that Havana was 
blockaded by the United States shi;,s, and realizing that she 
could not possibly enter the harbor, or if she tried would be 
captured by our fleet, she departed from Porto Rico and re- 
turned to Spain. 


Supplies For Insurgents 


Key West, May 5—Special—The first lot of supplies 


shipped by the U S. for the insurgents have been landed 
and turned over to Gomez. The tug Leyden, which car- 
ried the supplies was attacked by Spanish cavalry but the 
gunboat Wilmington came to the rescue and fired several 
shots into ranks of the Spanish soldiers, killing and wound- 
ing many. Those who escaped the-jire weie attacked by in- 
surgents and practically annihilated.

IN REVOLT 


Spain Confronted With Another 


Menace to Her Existence. 


NATIVES ARE 
IN 
REBELLION 


AGAINST HER AUTHORITY. 


Kingston, Jamacia.LMay 5—Special—It has been learned 


Irom official dispatches 
to Spain passing through 
here 


that 
there 
has 
been 
an uprising in Porto Rico and 


that a revolution is now on. 
The population of the island 


is about 825,000 mostly of mixed blood. 
The natives have 


long been restive under the Spanish yoke and have doubtless 
seized upon the present as a favorrble time in which to se- 
cure their independence. 
The rebels will be able to render 


good service to the United States fleet. 


Porto Rico Threatened 


Washington, May 
5—Special—Notwithstanding the 


secrecy maintained at the navy and war departments it has 
been definitely ascertained that Porto Rico is the objective 
point of Sampson's fleet of warships, and an attack upon San 
Juan may be expected within a day or two. This port is the 
haven for which the Cape Verde squadron has sailed and 
the opposing fleets may meet in combat near there. 
The 


port will be occupied 
by the Americans if sufficient time 


elapses before the arrival of the Spanish squadron; if those 
vessels come sooner than expected they will be disposed of 
first and thu capture of the port and town will follow. 


Eiots Still Continue
